own way. On the eve of hia departure for dte Im¬ 
perial and Economic Confeiencea in London Caner^ 
Hertzog baa reaffirmed thia attitude, combining the 
atatement that “the people <f South Africa wdi be 
prepared to an ever-increaiing extent to heartily 
maintain cooperation with Great Britain and the odter 
Dominiona" with the reminder that “under no cir- 
cumatancea may the'right to aecedc from the Britiah 
Commonwealth he taken from South Africa."
